Free Employment Offices Meets 


General Approval..

Madison, Wis., March 7.—The Wis- 
consin method 
of 
conducting free 
employment offices to relieve the un- 
employed in attracting • attention in 
many states, and 
from Canada and 
numuerous states in the Union have- 
come requests for aid in organizing 
similar agencies. The bureau of pub- 
lic welfare at Regina, Sa.sk., is one of 
these. Toronto, Can., .will adopt the 
card system used by the Wisconsin 
offices. 
Ohio is copying the system, 
according to a letter received by 
William M. Leiserson from Fred C. 
Croxton, chief statistician of the in- 
dustrial 
commission. 
The Interna- 
tional Exposition commission, Lyons, 
France, to -b'e held next November, 
will have a section devoted to unem- 
ployment and employment offices, and 
Wisconsin will "send exhibits. 
Ken- 
tucky wants to follow the Milwauukee 
plan. 
The .superintendent of the Wiscon- 
sin freex employment 
offices, W. M. 
Leiserson, is working on a bill for a 
national government, the object being 
to distribute 
labor 
throughout the 
country and to regular and license 
private employment agencies. 
The 
plan contemplates a labor market bal- 
letin to cover the entire country in 
the same way as Dun's review" covers 
the country's trade for the business 
world. Becausue the national govern- 
ment has done nothing to solve this 
problem, the state employment offices, 
of which nineteen 
have been organ- 


ized,' have formed a union under the 
name of the American Association of 
Public Employment offices. This was 
started by 
Mr. Leiserson, and com- 
pleted at Chicago last December. The 
next convention, will be held at Indi- 
anapolis. 
This 
association persuad- 
ed the federal commission on indus- 
trial relations to give heed to the de- 
mand for a solution of this problem. 
Last year 
Wisconsin filled 26,700 
positions through its four state offices, 
located 
at 
Milwaukee, 
Oshkosh. 
-Superior and La "Crosse, at a cost of 
$8,5-10 to the state and of $3,440 to 
cities and counties, - making a total 
expense of $11,786. This was at the 
rate of 44 cents per job, of which 31 
cents was the 
state's share and 13 
the county's. If done by priyate agen- 
cies it is said employers would have 
paid from $1 to $5 per job.

. New Haven, Conn., March 7.—Four 
recommendations for radical changes 
in American, institutions of higher 
education were made to the religious 
education association today, by Pro- 
fessor J. Stephenson of New York 
University. They were as follows: 
"1. The 'work of. colleges and 
universities should be differentiated 
sharply, colleges without proper re- 
sources and equipment should be con- 
verted into academies or secondary 
schools. 
-"21 A higher standing should be 
set for teachers. 
"S.The salary of a full professor at 
35 should compare favorably with 
that of a lawyer or physician or equal 
ability- at the same age;, salaries at 
present paid to college teachers are 
actually; 'small and advance through 
the several grades to full professor 
is slow. 
"4.The college faculty should have 
its own representative on the board 
of trustees."

When Karr reached the junction he 
entered the station and upbraided La 
Point. They had hot words. Several 
nsulting remarks on both sides are 
said to have been passed.

COMPLAINTS IN 1913

Madison, 
Wis., March 7.—In two 
years the work of the railroad com- 
nission has nearly doubled if the num- 
ber of formal and, informal complaints 
:hat are filed is "any criterion. Dur- 
ing 1911 there were 70S formal and 
informal 
complaints filed with the 
commission. 
During the past, year 
1,305 'complaints were considered. Of 
this number 268 were , formal com- 
plaints relating to railroads and 502 
were informal complaints on the same 
subject. 
There were 112 formal and 
209 informal public utility complaints, 
196 stock! and bond applications, 12 
applications for certificates of public 
convenience and 
necessity 
and six 
suits were brought to set aside orders' 
of the commission. The records show 
that there has been a rapid increase 
in complaints relating to public utli 
ties questions. 
In 1911 there were 
only 98 formal and 87 informal public 
utilities complaints considered by the 
commission. The stock and bond ap 
plications have more than doubled in 
the past three years.

In' a recent 
circular from the census bureau of 
the United States, Director William 
J. Harris outlines the work of the 
bureau since its permanent 
estab- 
lishment in 1902 and says that what 
anyone familiar with its publications 
will readily endorse, that it is "be- 
yond question the greatest statistical 
office in the world," and he gives as- 
surances of his desire to make it still 
more serviceable to. the 
American 
people by greater promptitude of pub- 
lication, though when one realizes the 
size of its field the accomplishments 
have already been remarkable 
As 
these letters have often stated, tlTere 
are few American statistics worthy 
of credence that come from any other 
source. For example, when the bu- 
reau of the census gathers the statis- 
tics ot cities or states, it sends men 
to them, and the various methods of 
accounting ,of raising revenue and 
of conducting business are reduced to 
something 
comparable 
or approxi- 
mately so. 
No other authoritative 
comparison is to be had, and there- 
tore, though census figures are not in 
the nature of things perfect, no other 
figures are at all to be relied upon. 4s 
an illustration of what I mean, it-is ab- 
solutely misleading for any one to 
compare the assesment and taxation 
of Illinois with Wisconsin without 
knowledge of the Illinois 
system, 
which 
assumes 
to assess 
at 
full 
valuation but taxes on only one-third 
of that assessment. If any person is 
interested and wants to be fair and 
as exact as humanly may be, he goes 
to the census bureau for his facts 
The bureau's publications are in most 
public libraries and if a person de- 
sires special information it is often 
to be found in some of the special 
publications, and an inquiry will di- 
vulge its existence. It is of general 
interest to know that this month the 
Bureau contemplates another publica- 
;ton upon wealth, debt and taxation, 
wringing statistics down to date. The 
ast previous publication on this sub- 
ect is nearly ten years old 
Former Wisconsin Man.

— A bill to stop the 
opening of any more drinking estab- 
lishments to France is to be present- 
ed to Parliament as the opening wedge 
for the anti-alcoholfc campaign which 
is being taken up anew by teinliet- 
ance Advocates. 
Here are 
some of the facts with 
which they are trying to drive home 
the need of restraint: 
"If the drinking places alrea'dy es- 
tablished were so apportioned 
there 
would be one for 
every group of 
eighty Inhabitants of France. 
In some districts drinking places 
are so thickly placed that there is 
one for every seventeen persons. 
"New drinking places are springing 
up throughput the country at thfe rate 
of six a day. 
, 
"More alcoholic • drink, 
Including 
wines, is consumed in. France than in 
(any other natiqn in the world. 
\ 
"In the form of spirits alone it is 
estimated that .!f236,OpO,000 .worth was 
[drank iri France during 1911." 


To Refuse License*. 
"Complete prohibition is beyond the 
wildest dreams of any French temper- 
ance reformer 
says; Henri Schmidt 
who is author of the bill about 'to 
come before the House of Deputies, 
"and the most we can hope at present 
is to torbid the opening of apy new 
saloons 
By refusing to grant 
new 
licenses we hope in the course of

1^ teaspoonfuls of baking powder; 
two cups of. flour. The amount of flour 
varies, sometimes more may. be need- 
ed.
